The  Honor  Council  is  the  judiciary  body  established  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  infractions  of  honor.

The  policy  of  the  Council  requires  an  honor  code  which  has  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  student  body.  The  purpose  of  this  system  is  to  secure  the 
loyalty  and  cooperation  of  each  student  in  maintaining  personal  and  group 
honor  in  all  phases  of  professional  and  social  life.  It  is  dependent  upon 
individual  honor  and  respect  for  oneself  and  others.
